Fuel Control Unlikely 


Cabinet 


Considers Situation Calls 
For No Action. 


Fuel control by the Dominion Gov 
ernment during the coming winter is 
unlikely. According to Sir George 
Foster, the question of fuel control 
has been under consideration, but ap- 
parently the situation calls for no ac- 
tion by the federal authorities. Sir 
George pointed out that the Provin- 
cial Governments were in a position 
to appoint fuel controllers if they so 
desired. Conditions during the war 
were very different from those pre 
vailing at present, he said, and now 
there was a supply of fuel for those 
who wished to purchase it.
